Dear Brother,— Ticonderoga, though a small 
place, has long been known in this country as 
a strong hoki of the enemy. ‘Three small 
churches have struggled hard with the powers 
of darkness to preserve a name and sustain the 
ordinances of God, The Congregational church 
with which IT have labored by permission of 
the Essex Consociation since October last, is 
the weakest of the three, and has not been able 
to sustain a stated minister for years.

| isters, and the other half to defray the expenses of | 
public worship. This, however did not include the} 
| cost of places of worship, which were built by free- 
will offerings. ‘The expense of sustaining Evangelical 

Protestantism, even in the weakest congregations, 

bears no proportion to this; yet we find that the 

Jewish nation were alw ays prospered just in propor- 

tion as they maintained the institutions of religion; 

and at the time when the greatest sums were expend- 
ed in free-will offerings, (during the reign of Solo-| 
mon,) they were the most wealthy. Though we 
have no idea of advocating the revival of the tythe 
system, yet we think we find here established the |" 
wnportant principle, that the institutions of religion | 
should be liberally supported,and that as many men 
should be employed, and as much money expended | 
by the church, as will tend to the advancement of | 
religion. Were this principle extended to our church | 
es, we cannot but think that more men would be em- 
ployed to devote their whole time to the promotion | 
of religion, and more money would be advanced, to | 
sustain every good enterprise. And may not the! 
deficiency here, be one reason why the progress of} 
religion is so slow among us, compared with the in-| 
crease of population. | 
2. Popery. We have, at hand, no menns of esti- 
mating the expénse of the Roman Catholic religion; | 
but the subject is so familiar that every one may 
draw the comparison in hisown mind. The fret that 
the most costly edifices are but as places.of worship, 
and as monasteries, and that an inmmense nomber of 
bishops, priests, monks, and nuns are supported by 
the people, and the vast amounts paid for indulgen- 
cies, absolations, baptisms, burials, &e. mast demon- 
strate to every one that it is a very expensive reli- 
| gion.

3. Islamism is a very expensive religion. In the 
| first place, legal alms are required of all the fullow- 
ers of Mohammed, amounting in some cases to more!

; to this, every trae Mussulinan must perform a pil- 
grimage to Mecca once in his life, or else he might as 
well die a Jew or a Christian. This alone would | 
cost all that a poor man could save from his earnings 
ina long life. But, besides this, there is the sect of 
Fakirs, or religious beggars, to be supported ; and | 
according to Ram Mohun Roy's statement, they em-| 
ploy a priest to a certain number of families, from ten | 
to fifty; which last item alone is more than often falls 

to the lot of a Protestant community,

5. We have but one more comparison to make, 
and that is, between the expense of maintaining pure 
Christianity and no religion, or as it might not inap- 
propriately be termed, Satanism. And this compar- 
ison may be drawn from two points of observation. 
(1.) as to the genera! influence of the two systems 
upon the wealth of a community. Take two neigh- 
borhoods, in one of which the institutions of religion are 
well supported and sustained, and in the other, there 
is no church, no minister, no Sabbath school, no redi- 
gion. Real estate will be worth 25 or 50 per cent 
more in the former than in the latter; business will 
be found more prosperous; the people are more in- 
dustrious, and more thrifty; and probably there 
will be twice the amount of wealth in the whole com- 
munity. (2.) The actual expense of sustaining the 
institutions of true religion, bears no sort of compari- 
son with the expense of sustaining the institutions of 
Satan. One institution of this kind alone, (the the- 
atre,) probably often takes money enough in a single 
night, or at least in two or three nights, to support a 
faithful pastor a whole year; and one distinguished 
actress has been known to take enough in one season, 
(if we may credit newspaper statements,) to support 
forty ministers of the gospel a year, upon a salary 
of $2,000 each. Add to this the losses by gamb- 
ling, intemperance, and other vices; together with the 
expense of balls, parties and other popular amuse- 
ments; and traly, we may say, if there are any peo- 
ple on earth, who are priest-ridden, it is the votaries 
of Satanism. 

The use that we wonld make of these facts is, to 
stop the mouths of those who complain of the burden 
of supporting the gospel, and to show that much 
more money might be profitably expended in lib- 
erally sustaining a sufficient namber of laborers to 
reach the whole population, and providing all the 
means necessary for that object. Instead of impov- 
erishing the community, it would enrich them. In- 
stead of burdening us, it would save immense sums 
which are now expended in the service of Satan. N-
